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Anglian Air Ambulance arrived 
at the scene of the accident in 
Cambridge Road, Harlow, at 
around 3.20pm on Saturday 
(February 24). 

It happened near to the junc¬ 
tion of Hart Road. 

It is thought a Mini, which a 
man and woman were travelling 
in, swerved to avoid a vehicle 
and lost control, before colliding 
with “street furniture”. 


A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said: “They treated a man who 
had suffered a serious head 
injury who was airlifted to Royal 
London Hospital in a life-threat¬ 
ening condition. 

“A woman with leg and pelvis 
injuries was also airlifted to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in a life- 
threatening condition.” 

On Sunday morning (Febru¬ 


ary 25), a spokeswoman for 
Essex Police said that a person 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
serious injury by dangerous 
driving had been released under 
investigation. 

A spokesperson for the Essex 
Fire Service said: “Firefighters 
were called to assist at the scene 
of a road traffic collision 
involving one vehicle. 

“Fire crews worked with para¬ 


ferent hospitals . The woman is 
in Addenbrooke’s Hospital, near 
Cambridge, and the man was 
taken to the Royal London Hos¬ 
pital.

Yellow weather warning for Essex as roads and rail struggle with heavy snowfall 

Travel is 


hard hit 
as Beast 
from the 
East hits

TRAFFIC and travel delays were 
expected as Essex woke up to 
more snow yesterday as the Beast 
from the East hit the county. 

The Met Office issued a yellow 
weather warning for the whole of 
Essex to last until noon on 
Thursday, March 1. 

However, places like Clacton 
and Southend looked like they 
would be hit harder and had an 
amber warning in place. 

A spokesperson for the Met 
Office said: “Heavy snow showers 
are expected on Wednesday. There 
is the potential for travel delays 
on roads, with some stranded 
vehicles and passengers, as well 
as delays or cancellations to rail 
and air travel. 

“Some rural communities 
could become cut off. 

“Power cuts may also occur and 
other services, such as mobile 
phones, may be affected.” 

There were major disruption to 
C2C and Greater Anglia services, 
and severe delays on the M25. 

Adam Pipe, Essex Police’s cas¬ 
ualty reduction manager, said: 
“We are continuing to keep 
people, motorists and our roads 


safe during these poor conditions. 
As we continue to do so, I’m 
urging people to also take some 
responsibility by only making a 
journey when necessary. 

“If you have to get into a vehicle, 
please expect the unexpected 
because the snowfall has been 
sporadic in Essex with some 
places experiencing heavy down¬ 
pours while other places having 
very little. 

“Many motorists have already 
experienced problems on our 
roads today and in some cases 
have had to abandon their 
vehicles.” 

The Mil faced heavy delays on 
Wednesday after a car has ended 
up facing the wrong way on the 
road. 

Jackknifed 

The accident happened 
between junction seven and eight 
and was caused by the adverse 
weather conditions. 

The A12 Eastbound was par¬ 
tially closed for a short time on 
Wednesday due to a broken down 
lorry between junction 21 
(Witham South) and junction 22 
(Witham North). 

All lanes have since reopened 
but delays remain. 



There were severe delays on the 
anticlockwise carriageway at 
junction 1A (Swanscombe). 

A jackknifed lorry caused the 
main carriageway to completely 
close. 

A diversion was in place via the 
exit and entry slip roads but dis¬ 
ruption was said to be likely to 
continue for some time. 

Traffic was held while an up 
and over was implemented due to 
a lorry which was sidewards 
across lanes one, two and three (of 
four) heading towards the Dart- 
ford Tunnels. The right-hand 
Dartford Tunnel was also closed 
as a result of this.

A MOTORIST has 
appeared in court 
charged with a string of 
offences following a 
police chase and serious 
crash in Harlow.

Airport plans to 
grow passenger 
numbers by 8m 


STANSTED Airport 
chiefs have submitted 
plans to increase passen¬ 
ger numbers by eight 
million a year - and 
insist they will reduce 
the noise impact. 

The airport is not 
allowed to take more 
than 35 million passen¬ 
gers over 12 months, but 
the proposal would 
increase the cap to 43 
million - a rise of 22 per 
cent. 

CEO Ken O’Toole said 
the plans do not propose 
an increase in the num¬ 
ber of flights and 
have been welcomed by 
businesses. 

“We are one of three 
airports [along with 
Gatwick and Heathrow] 
in the UK with a restric¬ 
tion for noise at night 
and we have a history of 
not breaching that 
limit,” he said. 

Increasing 

“The application 
today is just about 
increasing the number 
of passengers. We actu¬ 
ally anticipate a reduc¬ 
tion in noise impact. 

“We have undertaken 
six to nine months of 
extensive 

consultation with the 
local community and 
businesses in the area 
and we have found there 
is a broad groundswell of 
support to our 
approach. 


“The consultation was 
clear that people want to 
grow the airport but 
within the limits that 
already exist and we 
have been conscious of 
that.” 

The plans, submitted 
to Uttlesford District 
Council, state the ongo¬ 
ing introduction of 
quieter aircraft means 
passenger growth can be 
achieved without 

increasing flights or 
noise footprint. 

The new Boeing 737 
Max and Airbus A320 
Neo aircraft, for 
example, are currently 
being brought into ser¬ 
vice by Ryanair and 
easy Jet and are up to 50 
per cent quieter than the 
aircraft they are repla¬ 
cing. 

Mr O’Toole said the 
increase in passengers 
would create 5,000 jobs 
and contribute £1 billion 
to the local economy. 

Most jobs would be for 
local people. 

He said: “There will be 
new routes and new jobs. 
Already 75 per cent of the 
existing 12,000 jobs are 
taken by people living in 
the area so these are 
local jobs and they are 
jobs right across the 
spectrum. We have 
engaged extensively 
already with the busi¬ 
nesses and we want to 
make East Anglia one of 
the best places to live.”

Angry MP hits 
out at plans to 
close surgery

PLANS to close a GP surgery in 
Harlow have been branded as 
“terrible” by the constituency’s 
MP 

Robert Halfron has spoken out 
about news that Osier House Sur¬ 
gery, in Prentice Place, would be 
closing from April 30. 

Patients were advised that it 
was being shut down following a 
request by the company which 
runs the surgery, The Practice 
Group, to end the contract. 

The decision was met with out¬ 
rage by patients who felt they 
were kept in the dark about the 
plans. 

Patients have been told they 
have until March 29 to register 
with a new surgery. 

In a statement issued last Tues¬ 
day, Mr Halfron said: “I think the 
closure of Osier House is a ter¬ 
rible and short-sighted decision. 

“Harlow is an rapidly expand¬ 
ing town and it makes no sense to 
close a surgery which has been 
serving the Potter Street com¬ 
munity for over 60 years.” 

The Conservative MP noted 
that he received no notice of the

closure and that the decision was 
reached “without any consulta¬ 
tion” with patients, user groups, 
and the wider community. 

He added: “I have been con¬ 
tacted by patients of the surgery, 
particularly the elderly, who are 
worried about how they are going 
to access GP services because of a 
lack of public transport to other 
GP locations and anxious that 
they might not be able to access a 
home visit when needed.” 

Mr Halfron has since been in 
contact with the chief officer and 
the chair of the West Essex CCG 
and now plans to challenge the 
decision. 

Carina Trickey, 35, is one of 


thousands of patients to be 
affected by the planned closure. 

“I’m not in the catchment area 
but it’s been my doctors since I 
was born,” she said. 

“I got home yesterday to find 
this letter on my door mat. 

“Everybody in that part of the 
town has received a letter through 
the door - there was no notice 
about it.” 

Carina, who lives in The Hides, 
has had to regularly attend the 
surgery to collect medication she 
requires for a long term health 
condition. She is concerned by the 
short notice required to register 
with a new GP and what it could 
mean for those who need to collect 
prescriptions. 

“They’ve only given us four 
weeks’ notice before they close,” 
said Carina, who works as a Slim¬ 
ming World consultant. 

“If you’re in between prescrip¬ 
tions you can’t apply until 10 days 
before it’s due.” 

Carina worries that local sur¬ 
geries will not be able to cope with 
taking on 3,000 patients in less 
than a month. 

She also says her mother, would 
have to take three buses to get to 
access another practice.

A WEST Essex CCG 
spokeswoman 
reiterated the decision 
to close the surgery 
stemmed from the 
provider of medical 
services at Osier 
House serving six 
months’ notice on its 
contract. 

This was due to it 
not being “financially 
viable” for them to 
continue to run such a 
“small service”. 

“West Essex CCG 
has responsibility for

Whilst 
neighbouring 
practices are happy to 
accept and register all 
new patients who fall 
within their catchment 
area, running an 
additional site was 
not feasible.”

British forger 
base which 
helped beat 
Nazis threat 


THE secret world of the elite 
forgers who kept British spies 
safe from Nazi capture has been 
revealed for the first time. 

More than 275,000 forgeries, 
including passports, ration 
cards and cash, were created by 
the team at Briggens, a country 
house near Roydon. 

Their work during the 
Second World War financed and 
fed resistance movements and 
agents, including the legendary 
Violette Szabo, and helped spies 
work behind enemy lines. 

The Official Secrets Act kept 
the truth about Briggens hid¬ 
den for decades, but now declas¬ 
sified documents and first-hand 
testimony mean the story can 
finally be told. 

The forgers were first 
assembled in 1941 as part of 
Britain’s Special Operations 
Executive (SOE), a “ministry of 
ungentlemanly warfare” 
Churchill had created to “set 
Europe ablaze”. 

At first the team comprised 
just three Polish resistance 
fighters - only one of whom 
spoke English - but they were 
soon joined by Morton Bisset, a 
Scottish printer who rallied his 
fellow tradesmen. 

Before long, Briggens boas¬ 
ted a staff of 50 including print¬ 
ers, draughtsmen, technicians, 
a Scotland Yard handwriting 
expert and a team of women 
from the First Aid Nursing Yeo¬ 
manry (FANY) volunteers. 

Speaking to Des Turner, 
author of the newly-released 
book, Briggens: SOE’s Forgery 
and Polish Agent Training Sta¬ 
tion, the late Captain Bisset

described the pressurised job. 

He recalled: “With this team 
of highly skilled craftsmen we 
were able to forge all types of 
documents for the various res¬ 
istance movements.We went to 
infinite pains to ensure that 
they were as authentic as pos¬ 
sible, as we knew that our 
agents’ lives might depend 
upon them.” 

Newly-discovered images 
show their mock-ups of exit 
visas to Spain and Portugal, 
fiscal stamps from Germany 
and Hungary, and identity 
cards from Poland and France. 

Forgers raced against the 
clock, with their work based on 
real documents that had to be 
smuggled back into Nazi-occu¬ 
pied Europed. 

“A genuine original docu¬ 
ment would be smuggled out of 
France,” Captain Bisset said. 
“Possibly transported by a 
Lysander aircraft, submarine 
or a fast motor torpedo boat. 

“Then it would be delivered 
to us as quickly as possible.” 


But they handled the pres¬ 
sure well - on one occasion 
issuing forgeries of a new 
French ration card on the same 
day that the genuine article 
came out. 

One Nazi study of Briggens’ 
work lamented that “the forged 
ration cards are such deceit¬ 
fully good copies that single 
coupons cut from them cannot 
be recognised immediately as 
forgeries”. 

Sergeant Major Arthur Gat- 
ward, a handwriting expert 
tasked with forging signatures, 
saved a whole spy ship when he 
fooled a close comrade of the 
Nazi he was imitating. 

The late Pauline Preston, a 
secretary at Briggens, recalled: 
“We heard that a German 
officer had boarded and reques¬ 
ted the documents for the usual 
signing. He noticed the previ¬ 
ous signatory was a friend of 
his - he actually recognised his 
signature!” 

In one illustration of their 
skill, the Briggens team even 



mocked up a passport for Hitler, 
jokingly listing his occupation 
as “painter” and recording his 
“little moustache” as a distin¬ 
guishing feature. 

It was stamped twice, once 
with a red “ J” used on Nazi-era 
German passports to indicate 
Jews, and once with a Govern¬ 
ment of Palestine stamp declar¬ 
ing him an immigrant. 

Mr Turner said: “It shows 
they could do anything. I think 
they had a great sense of 
humour — the British have 
always been pretty good at 
that.” 

For all the jokes, however, the 
Briggens team were deadly ser¬ 
ious about the job — many took 
their wartime secrets to the 
grave, hiding them from even 
their own families. 

Jerzy Maciejewski, one of the 
original Polish forgers, only 
revealed the truth to his loved 
ones shortly before his death in 
2004, having already disposed of 
a number of historically valu¬ 
able documents. 

Another forger, Dennis 
Collins, left just this clue: he’d 
kept a 1949 newspaper report 
detailing the existence of SOE, 
with passages highlighted to 
show the work he did. 

One highlighted passage 
describes the forged documents 
SOE created for Violette Szabo, 


the agent immortalised in the film 
Carve Her Name With Pride. 

Another agent who used Briggens 
documents was Edward Yeo-Thomas, 
“The White Rabbit”, whose George 
Cross citation notes that he “narrowly 
escaped arrest” six times before he 
was betrayed in Paris during his third 
mission. 

The forgers also counterfeited cur¬ 
rency, including Polish zloty, which 
was used to aid resistance fighters. A 
total of 43million zloty flowed into 
occupied Poland in 1944 alone. 

It’s particularly ironic that this was 
happening at Briggens — home of the 
4th Baron Aldenham, a respected man 
of the city who was chairman of West¬ 
minster Bank. 


Briggens also doubled as a training 
base for the Polish resistance, receiv¬ 
ing the cream of the crop from a pre¬ 
liminary training facility in 
Inverlochy, Scotland, and preparing 
them to lead guerrilla fighters behind 
enemy lines. 

The complete history of the facility 
has now been compiled for the first 
time in historian Des Turner’s book - 
the product of 11 years of research. 

Mr Turner said: “The agents 
couldn’t have survived without the 
correct papers. They couldn’t have 
done it.”

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‘Lucky to be alive’ drunken 44-year-old sentenced for laying down on rail line 


Train ran 
over top 
of man 
on tracks

THIS shocking CCTV image 
shows the moment a drunk Har¬ 
low man climbed down onto the 
tracks at Harlow Mill station 
seconds before a train passed 
straight over the top of him. 

In the footage Derek Acton, 44, 
is seen clambering down from the 
platform onto the tracks and lying 
down. 

Just as he hits the tracks a 
Greater Anglia train can be seen 
passing right over the top of him. 

Acton was lucky to avoid injury 
in the incident on October 28, last 
year, but has been sentenced after 
being found guilty of railway 
obstruction. 


In the build-up to the incident, 
which happened at about 7.40pm, 
he had been seen stumbling 
around Harlow Mill station in an 
intoxicated manner before sitting 
on the edge of the platform. 

Paramedics and police were 
called to the scene to find Acton 
unharmed, but his actions led to 
delays and cost Network Rail an 
estimated £11,700 in delay com¬ 
pensation. 

Inspector Steve Webster, from 
British Transport Police, said: 
“Quite frankly, Acton is lucky to 
be alive. 

“In his intoxicated state, he 
climbed down on to the tracks and 
lay in the path of a fast approach¬ 
ing train. His actions were baff¬ 
ling.” 



At Highbury Corner Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 19, Acton of Pinner Road, 
Harlow, was handed a 12-month 
community order, a 60-day alcohol 
abstinence requirement and a 


£570 fine. 

“I hope Acton sticks to his com¬ 
munity order and the alcohol 
abstinence requirement,” said 
Inspector Webster. 

“Hopefully he will steer clear of 


the tracks and avoid being 
involved in another near miss. 

“The railway is an extremely 
dangerous place to trespass. 

“Every year my officers are 
called to tragic incidents where 


someone has died or seriously 
injured as a result of being hit by a 
train. 

“Please remember to stay off 
the tracks and away from 
danger.”

It costs more 
than we think 
to be in EU 


THE EU costs more than you 
think - with regard to 
Stephen Wilkinson's letter 
last week on the cost of the 
EU to himself, I am sorry to 
say that he is paying 
considerably more than he 
thinks. 

Nationally, the UK's NET 
contribution to the EU last 
year was £8.6 billion, which 
works out at £316 per 
household. 

Personally for Mr 
Wilkinson, the £29 quoted in 
his tax return is just his 
contribution from income 
tax. However, he is also 
contributing in two other 
ways. 

Everytime he buys 
something that incurs VAT 
he is sending a small 
proportion of his VAT charge 
to the EU as well. 

On top of that, if he has 
ever bought something 
originating outside of the 
EU, he will have paid the 
import tariff (there's your 
Customs Union). A massive 
80 per cent of that import 
duty goes to the EU, with the 
UK govt keeping 20% for 
admin purposes.

I THINK that Harlow gets a 
very bad press when it 
comes to crime. 

Since I’ve moved to the 
town, I’ve not only felt 
extremely welcomed by my 
local community but I’ve 
also felt extremely safe. 

However, we cannot 
ignore recent crime statistics 
that crime across Essex has 


increased nor can we fail to 
recognise that these statistics 
are due in large part to the 
cuts that this government 
have made to the policing 
budget. 

Since 2010 we have seen 
our police force in Essex cut 
by nearly 800 and this will 
have a clear effect on crime 
levels. 

We have also seen the 
number of PCSOs cut 
dramatically. These officers 
had a vital role in working 
with local communities to 
prevent crime. 

I also can't ignore the 
concerns some residents 
have raised with me on the 
doorstep about the increase 
in anti-social behaviour. 

I’m delighted that Harlow 
council's Labour run 
administration has invested 
in community support 
officers to keep us safe but it 
shouldn't have to be their 
job to do so.

Hirst recently admitted his 
own government has not 
properly funded policing in 
Essex. 

He has called for a raise in 
council tax to pay for more 
police officers. However, 
funding for policing should 
come from central 
government via a progressive 
tax system that means that 
those who can afford to pay 
a bit more, do rather than 
once again hitting hard 
working Harlow families 
with more expense. 

During her time as home 
secretary Theresa May 
oversaw many of the cuts to 
policing in this country and 
has shown as Prime Minister 
that the Conservative Party is 
not the party of policing in 
the UK. 

Only the Labour Party will 
ensure we have additional 
police on the streets, in local 
communities and working 
with local community groups 
to tackle crime and the 
causes of crime.

CRIME is often a deeply 
emotive issue. I know first¬ 
hand how it can impact lives 
- I was a victim of crime 
when I was a teenager. The 
legal process felt like an 
incredibly daunting process, 
particularly when I had to 
attend a Magistrates Court to 
give evidence. I was able to 
achieve a positive outcome. 


The support I was given by 
Essex Police and the criminal 
justice system was second to 
none. 

Residents want a local, 
visible and accessible police 
presence across the town. It 
is therefore good news that 
the Police and Crime 
Commissioner for Essex is 
recruiting 150 more frontline 
officers to specifically join 
the ranks of local policing 
teams 

Last year, Essex Police was 
also rated good at how it 
keeps people safe and 
reduces crime by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary. Although 
Essex Police has been 
recognised as a competent 
force, we can never be 
complacent about tackling 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour. Over the last few 
years Harlow has been in the 
news for the wrong reasons, 
but I continue to believe the 
town is a safe place to live. 
There have been recent 


incidents of anti-social 
behaviour in the town 
centre, but Essex Police 
responded effectively by 
implementing a dispersal 
order. To fight crime Essex 
Police needs appropriate 
levels of funding. The 
government is responding to 
funding challenges by 
protecting police budgets. 
Harlow is policed by highly 
professional and dedicated 
officers. I regularly meet the 
neighbourhood policing 
team who are responsible for 
Old Harlow. They attend 
community meetings 
whenever possible to engage 
and respond to local 
concerns. Recent work by 
officers on social media to 
raise awareness of knife 
crime during Operation 
Sceptre highlights the 
positive efforts made by 
Essex Police to adapt its 
crime fighting techniques to 
deliver a more targeted 
community policing 
approach.

ACCORDING to the latest 
Home Office data (the 3 
months to September 2017), 
the increase in police 
recorded crime from the 
comparable period in 2016 
was broadly the same 
nationally (14.1%), across 
Essex (13.2%) and in Harlow 
(16.3%). 

Some caution however 
needs to be exercised in 
taking these figures as a true 
reflection of crime, and the 
impact on local people. 

The Home Office itself 
notes these figures are 
affected by changes in 


recording policy and 
practice, people are often 
reluctant to report crime, 
particularly for ‘low level’ 
crime, where there may be a 
belief that nothing will be 
done anyway, and these 
headlines do not reflect the 
mix of different types of 
crime. For example, in 
Harlow the increases in 
Domestic Burglary, 
Harassment, and Public 
Order offences were all 
considerably higher than the 
headline rise. Having said 
that, there is evidence from 
the National Crime Survey 


that overall levels are falling, 
and Harlow is, and remains, 
a safe place. We do however 
need to address the chronic 
underfunding of the Police 
(Essex is one of the lowest 
funded forces per head of 
population in the Country), 
address the fear of crime 
with local and visible 
policing, and provide the 
public, businesses and 
potential investors with the 
confidence that Harlow is a 
great place to work, five and 
do business. Essex Police’s 
commitment to deploy 150 
more front line officers will 


go some way to partially 
restoring the cuts that have 
already happened - Harlow 
needs to see its fair share of 
the additional resources, and 
Harlow Council recruiting an 
additional 3 Community 
Safety Officers is of course 
welcome. 

More needs to be done, 
including further investment 
in CCTV, lighting, and public 
realm improvements in our 
neighbourhood centres and 
the town centre, and 
government investment in a 
properly resourced police 
service.

Recalling 
opening of 
the Odeon 
back in 1960 


FOR those who lived in 
Harlow during the first ten 
years, amenities relating to 
leisure and entertainment 
were light on the ground to 
make way for the significant 
infrastructure that needed to 
turn Harlow into a “new 
town”, writes Ryan Karolak, 
curator of Harlow Museum 
in Muskham Road. 

Although there were 
ingenious ideas in place such 
as turning an old storage 
factory into a makeshift 
cinema (the Regal), purpose- 
built facilities started to turn 
up during the 1960s. 


As it was to be on February 
1, 1960, when the Odeon 
Cinema in The High, Harlow 
New Town, was opened with 
a gala event with a mixture 
of invited guests in the 
“stadium seating” and 
paying public in the stalls. 

Life 

It was reported in the 
Harlow Citizen on February 
5, 1960 with a headline 
“Harlow’s ‘first night’ 
brought life to the town 
centre” alongside a 
photograph of the cinema’s 
new manager Peter Davis.

It is noted that this cinema 
was the first purpose-built 
cinema in England since 
1939, built by George 
Wimpey and Co Limited of 
Hammersmith Grove, 
London. 

The event was started by 
the Metropolitan Police 


Central Band on the 
council’s bandstand playing 
pieces from Oklahoma with a 
further musical piece by 
Gerald Shaw on the 
electronic organ. It was a 
cold day which may have 
dampened the entrances but 
the cinema was noted to be 


“nice and warm” and a “first 
real test” of its heating and 
air conditioning features. 

Alongside a number of 
telegrams from the previous 
Regal congratulating Mr 
Davis on his appointment, 
there were a number of 
celebrity telegrams from 


Norman Wisdom and Sir 
Alec Guinness adding an 
additional touch of prestige 
to the event. The films 
screened at this event were 
“Walt Disney presents The 
AMA Girls” and “The Rank 
Organisation presents Follow 
A Star”

Taking things 
to extremes 

GAME NIGHT 15) ★★★★★ 


TRIVIAL pursuits escalate into life-or-death gambles in 
a rollicking comedy thriller co-directed by Jonathan 
Goldstein and John Francis Daley, which is funnier and 
smarter than it initially lets on. 

After a largely depressing year for broad Hollywood 
comedies save for the potty-mouthed hysteria of Girls 
Trip, Game Night deals us a winning hand full of 
likeable characters, uproarious set-pieces and snappy 
dialogue laden with pop culture references. 

The Wahlberg and Baldwin acting clans are name- 
dropped into conversations about sibling rivalry, char¬ 
acters conveniently “forget” Ed Norton’s brief foray on 
screen as the Incredible Hulk, and wealthy private 
homeowners invite blood-crazed guests to place bets on 
bare-knuckle brawls in their basements, which are 
gleefully billed as “Eyes Wide Fight Club”. 

Screenwriter Mark Perez orchestrates a madcap 
murder mystery in sleepy American suburbia, where 
middle-class couples congregate to play competitive 
charades and Scrabble while swigging glasses of 
chardonnay and tucking into a cheese board. 

Max (Jason Bateman) and his wife Annie (Rachel 
McAdams) are board game fiends, who first locked eyes 
over a double-points pub quiz question about the Tele- 
tubbies. 

The loving couple have mastered Trivial Pursuit but 
they are clueless when it comes to expressing their 
feelings about parenthood. 

Instead, Max and Annie host regular game nights for 
their friends, including married couple Kevin (Lamorne 
Morris) and Michelle (Kylie Bunbury) and dim-witted 
pal Ryan (Billy Magnussen) plus whichever pneumatic 
bimbo he has picked up that week. 

Max’s flashy older brother Brooks (Kyle Chandler) 
returns unexpectedly to the neighbourhood and offers 
to host the next game night. 

The friends arrive as instructed and are pleasantly 
surprised to discover that Ryan has invited intelligent 
co-worker Sarah (Sharon Horgan) as his date. 

“Someone in this room is going to be taken,” teases 
Brooks. “Whoever finds the victims wins the grand 
prize,” he continues, jangling a set of keys to a gleaming 
red 1976 Corvette Stingray. 

Sure enough, an actor (Jeffrey Wright) posing as an 
FBI agent arrives at the front door with cryptic clues, 
followed by two masked men, who snatch Brooks after 
an expertly staged fight. 

Except the kidnapping is real and Max, Annie and the 
gang are now in a race against time to rescue Brooks 
from gun-toting thugs without arousing the suspicions 
of the cop (Jesse Plemons), who lives next door with his 
trusty pooch Bastian. 

Game Night whirls violently from slapstick to turbo¬ 
charged action via heartfelt confessional. 

Some of the gear changes are a little jarring and the 
needlessly convoluted plot threatens to trump plaus¬ 
ibility in the film’s deranged final act. 

Thankfully, the winning chemistry of Bateman and 
McAdams papers over the cracks while Plemons mer¬ 
cilessly scene-steals as the socially awkward neighbour 
who yearns for an invite to one of Max and Annie’s 
soirees. 

Perhaps he’ll get to roll the dice in a sequel.

THE SPYING GAME 


RED SPARROW (15) 
★★★★★ 

D uring a moving 

exchange in Francis 
Lawrence’s white - 
knuckle espionage 
thriller, a sickly mother 
embraces her daughter, who 
has been conscripted into an 
elite Russian spy programme 
under the auspices of 
patriotism. 

“Hold something back. Don’t 
give them all of you. That’s how 
you survive,” tearfully whispers 
the matriarch. 

Jennifer Lawrence gives all of 
herself - physically and 
emotionally - to the demanding 
title role of this high-stakes 
game of post-Cold War cats and 
mice, torn from the pages of 
Jason Matthews’s award¬ 
winning novel. 

The Oscar winner exposes 
every inch of her body in 
scenes of masterful seduction 
and sickening subjugation, 
including multiple sexual 
assaults and stomach-churning 
bouts of torture. 

It’s certainly not a film for the 
squeamish - the camera lingers 
on the aftermath of snapped 
bones and one sadistic 
sequence involving a skin 
grafting device is the stuff of 
nightmares. 

Lawrence weathers these 


bone-crunching blows, then 
shatters her character’s soul to 
smithereens when she thinks 
no one is looking, in the service 
of a tightly woven narrative, 
threaded with betrayal and 
daring double-crosses. 

Crucially, it’s predominantly 
women who decide grim fates, 
employing guile and 
intelligence to outwit men in 
suits and military uniforms, 
who have grown fat and 
complacent on the illusion that 
they wield power. 

Dominika Egorova 
(Lawrence) is a prima ballerina 
at the Bolshoi Theatre who 
pirouettes to finance the 
medical care of her mother 


(Joely Richardson). 

The dancer suffers a 
horrendous injury on stage and 
three months later, as she 
hobbles through recovery, 
Dominika receives an 
unwelcome visit from her uncle 
Vanya (Matthias Schoenaerts), 
deputy director of the Russian 
Intelligence Service. 

He press-gangs his niece into 
the top-secret Sparrow project, 
which moulds attractive 
recruits into weaponised assets 
to strike at the heart of Western 
governments. 

Before Dominika can 
complete her training, she is 
despatched to Budapest to 
dupe seasoned CIA operative 


Nathaniel Nash (Joel Edgerton), 
the only person who knows the 
identity of a mole codenamed 
Marble within the Kremlin. 

Nash is wise to the Russian 
plan and believes he can turn 
Dominika against her 
motherland. 

Red Sparrow is a muscular 
and engrossing thriller which 
revels in the tantalising 
disconnect between actions 
and words. 

Plot mechanics are well-oiled 
thanks to Matthews’s source 
material - the author was a 
clandestine operations officer 
for the CIA. 

Consequently, screenwriter 
Justin Haythe concentrates on 
visualising mind games and 
daring power plays that leave 
us in the dark about characters’ 
ulterior motives. 

The film soars on the wings 
of Lawrence’s fearless 
performance and the sterling 
support of Edgerton and 
Rampling, the latter irresistibly 
chilling as Matron of the 
Sparrow programme, who 
tutors charges in the art of 
sexual warfare. 

“Every human being is a 
puzzle of need. You must 
become the missing piece and 
they will tell you anything,” she 
purrs. 

Unravelling the mysteries of 
Francis Lawrence’s puzzle 
picture is a nail-biting treat.

Therapy?, with Andy 
Cairns centre, support 
The Stranglers at the 
Cliffs Pavilion in March 


hen Irish rockers 
Therapy? take to the 
■■■V stage as support to 
The Stranglers on 
their forthcoming 
tour it’ll be not so much 
performing warm-up duties as 
an opportunity to rub 
shoulders with his heroes for 
frontman Andy Cairns. 

Ulster’s alternative metalists 
are something of a draw 
themselves - their 1994 
breakthrough album 
Trouble gum was a top five hit 
and spawned several 
memorable and commercially 
successful singles. 

Moreover it put them at the 
forefront of rock music’s 
resurgence from its wilderness 
years. 

But Andy is happy to play 
second fiddle to the 
Meninblack when they hit the 
road next month - after all it 
was the Stranglers who 
inspired him to become a 
musician. 

“When I was growing up I 
was a big fan of four bands - 
Stiff Little Fingers, Joy Division, 
the Buzzcocks and the 


Stranglers,” he explained. 

“And when I bought a bass 
guitar when I was 14 it was 
because of Jean Jacques Burnel 
and the Stranglers. 

“We did a cover of Nice and 
Sleazy in 1994 and the artwork 
for our single Nowhere was 
inspired by the cover of Black 
and White. 

“On this tour they’re only 
playing songs from the first six 
albums, which is great for us 
because that’s what we listened 
to growing up. 

“I’d seen the Stranglers loads 
of times but I only met them 
for the first time a couple of 
years ago when we were 
staying in the same hotel. I was 
quite nervous because Jean 
Jacques Burnel was my hero, 
but he’s a really nice guy. 

“So I’m really looking 
forward to this tour because we 
get to play 45 minutes, then I 
get to see the Stranglers and 
have a couple of beers!” 

Though they come from 
different backgrounds and 
generations, there’s a marked 
parallel between Therapy and 
the Stranglers in that both 


surfed a wave that brought 
loud, uncompromising rock 
music back to the masses. 

“We’ve been told four or five 
times that rock is dead,” said 
Andy. “We used to be signed to 
Universal in France and 
around 1999/2000 we were 
dropped. 

“The CEO of Universal in 
France famously told us that 
rock is dead. It was all about 
hip hop and rap apparently. 

But the biggest selling records 
in France that year were by 
AC/DC and Metallica!” 

Unperturbed - as you’d 
imagine - they carried on 
regardless and their 15th 
album is done and dusted and 
ready to release later this year. 

“Coming from Northern 
Ireland our early songs were 
about being out of sorts 
because people see Northern 
Ireland and think of the 
Troubles and it being a country 
split down the middle,” 
reflected Andy. 

“Then it was about 
relationships and then looking 
back at ourselves. When we 
look about the world we see 


that people seem to need 
pulling round again - they’re in 
need of something to hold on 
to again, to be happy again. 

“When we produce an album 
we find a subject and focus on 
that. We treat it like an essay - 
once we’ve got a subject we’ll 
start to work with it. 

“It’s like a school project. We 
have a whiteboard and we’ll 
say this is going to be about 
division or love or whatever 
and take it forward.” 

It’s clear they never get tired 
of what they’re doing too. 

“I remember when we first 
started out and we arrived in 
Wolverhampton to do a gig for 
the first time,” said Andy.” Me 
and the bass player Michael 
McKeegan were saying ‘wow, 
can you believe it? We’re 
playing in Wolverhampton’ 

“We always remind ourselves 
of that. If we ever get out of the 
van or the bus and think ‘oh 
Christ, not again’ then it’s time 
to pack it in, but we’ve never 
felt that.”

Singer Alfie Boe might be solo again, but he 
tells MARION McMULLEN that the bromance 
with his recent singing partner is far from over 


I T WAS a match made in musical heaven 
when Alfie Boe and Michael Ball joined 
forces in the recording studio. The result 
was one of the biggest selling albums of 
2016 and the recent follow-up, Together 
Again, ended up as the Christmas number one. 

Now the pair are back doing their own solo 
projects, but Alfie has not ruled out future joint 
projects. 

"We had been talking about making an album 
together for a number of years, but the time was 
never really right, but then we started talking 
about it again and the opportunity presented 
itself. Everything was just in the right place and 
it was very positive really. We're both thrilled by 
the result, we didn't really expect it, but we're 
thrilled by it.'' 

Alfie says one of the reasons the singing 
partnership works so well is that it is a case of 
opposites attract. "We have a different sense of 
humour and we are both very different people, 
but we work well together and play off each 
other very well. 

"I'm sure in the future we will work together 
again. We've both got our solo projects to do at 
the moment, so it's not in the cards right now, 
but if people still want us to make music and 
bring out an album later then it would be silly 
not to." 

Alfie certainly does not let the success go to 
his head but reveals that he doesn't have his 
mementoes and bestselling albums on display 
at home. 

"They are in a storage unit and and I can go 
and see them when I want, but I don't need to 
put them out all around me at home,” he 
laughs. "The last thing I need to see is a big 
picture of myself and Michael hanging on the 
wall in the bedroom.” 

Alfie is just back from a family holiday with 
his wife Sarah and children Grace, aged 10, and 
six-year-old Alfie and says the hardest part of 
touring is being away from them. 

"My daughter gets it now but my son does 
not get it as much. He loves to sing though.” 

Alfie, who grew up the youngest of nine 
children, says his own family were always very 


supportive of his singing 
ambitions. "They backed all my 
choices and decisions, my dad 
especially, and my mother was 
very happy when I got offered my 
first job with D'Oyly Carte Opera 
Company. They were thrilled. My dad 
was over the moon about it. 

"They didn't understand the business or 
anything about job security, but then neither 
did 1.1 took everything day by day and step 
by step, just working and progressing. It 
can be a very fickle business, but I've 
been lucky to continue working." 

His touring schedule takes the 
44-year-old tenor all over the 
world and he will be taking part 
in the Heritage Live season on 
June 16 at Kenwood House in 
London. The season also 
includes concert dates by Kris 
Kristofferson, Katherine 
Jenkins, 2Cellos and Hacienda 
Classical. 

"I've toured so much over the 
years I pack pretty much 
automatically these days," says Alfie. "I 
pack a toothbrush and my gym gear and 
the necessities for being on the road. 

"I go to the gym quite a lot. I exercise for my 
muscles and to keep energy levels high. 

"Being on the road, it can be a bit tricky 
while you are away from home and your 
schedule is late nights and concerts. You have 
to make sure you keep the energy levels high, 
make sure you are rested and keep going."

The Lancashire-born lad says the one thing 
that never changes is the thrill of singing before 
a live audience. 

"The moment you go up on stage and 
perform, I love it. It's a joyful thing to do.” 

So after leading the cast of Les Miserables for 
nearly a year, sell-out tours and performing at 
the Queen's Diamond Jubilee Concert at 
Buckingham Palace, are there still any other 
ambitions? 

"Just to continue what I'm doing for as long 
as I possibly can,” says Alfie simply. "I want to 
keep performing and making good music and 
good albums.”

DARLING WEST- 
WHILE I WAS ASLEEP 
★★★★★ 

THIS Norwegian trio 
has cast its work as a 
sustained love letter to 
Americana. Immediately we're in 
Highway 61 territory as the 
harmonica-laced opener bounds 
along, deceptively affable though 
lyrically morbid. Haunting and 
altogether more compelling is Rolling 
On, with bright fingerpicking, hazy 
atmospherics and major/minor feints. 

It's no coincidence that this is the 
point at which multi-instrumentalist 
Mari Sandvaer Kreken takes centre 
stage, and the vocal limelight is hers 
for the record's greatest moments. 
The title track emerges in a Crosby, 
Stills, Nash & Young West Coast haze, 
gearing up into a double-time country 
chorus - and occasionally, as with 
Traveller, the pedal steel, harmonies 
and songcraft conjure something 
you'd swear was a lost 60s classic. 
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G reg wise has just 

returned from a few days' 
holiday in Scotland with 
his wife, the actress Emma 
Thompson, ready for a 
round of publicity - in which the 
actor faces the unenviable task of 
recalling the last months of his 
sister Clare's life. 

The siblings were “ridiculously 
close''; living in the same street in 
London, holidaying together, and 
enjoying many wonderful family 
get-togethers. Film executive Clare 
was the 'rogue aunt' to Greg and 
Emma's daughter, Gaia, and 
adopted son, Tindy. 

When Clare was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 2013, Greg was 
away filming and a close friend 
returned from Australia to look 
after her, along with her extended 
family. Emma went with her to 
chemotherapy, and together they 
laughed in the face of cancer. 

She started a witty blog to keep 
everyone informed about her 
health and treatment. 

ludging from her initial entries, 
Clare was clearly a hugely positive, 
funny and entertaining person to 
be around, highly organised (they 
called her 'Clipboard Clare') 
and determined to live life to 
the full. 

The treatment worked - 
but then the cancer 
returned to her bones in 
2015. She re-started the 
blog, her brother taking 
over in luly 2016, when 
Clare became too ill to 
write. 

Greg, 51, continued to 
chart the highs and, 
increasingly, the lows of his 
sister's last months, including 
the final 10 weeks when he became 
her sole carer. He was with her 
when she died in September 2016. 

The blog has now been made into 
a book, Not That Kind Of Love, but 
far from being all doom and gloom, 
there are as many light-hearted 
moments in it as there are bleak 
recollections. 

"You have to approach 
everything with humanity, and 
humanity is about humour,” says 
Greg. "It's too easy to catastrophise, 
which serves no purpose at all." 

In the blog, he reveals he got her 
stoned on too many upping meds 
and jokes about her beloved cat, 
Grably Puss, while simultaneously 
filling in details about her new 
wheelchair, hospital bed and other 
signs of her deterioration. 

He was unable to leave his sister 
alone in the flat for most of the time 
during the last months, although 
did get some cover to go for some 
'emotional housekeeping! aka his 
weekly visit to his therapist. He says 
he's been having therapy for years. 

“I go to therapy once a week. We 
should all go to therapy once a 
week, or even twice. It's important 
to be in a space to discuss stuff that 
is not necessarily appropriate to 
discuss with mates or family, 
especially at a time like that, when I 
was necessarily confronting my 
own mortality and my sister's.

“I could not have sat with my 
sister over this period of time and 
survived, without having done an 
awful lot of work on my mental 
health over the years before. I'm 
profoundly grateful every day of my 
life that I've done the work I did on 
my head. It would have been very 
easy to have been completely 
broken by this. And I wasn't.” 

He began filming the second 
season of The Crown (he played 
Mountbatten) two days after Clare's 
funeral. 

"You've got to get on," he says 
with a shrug. "I'd told a couple of 
people on production, just to say I 
didn't know how I was going to be. I 
didn't want to turn up and say, 'I'm 
in mourning, so be nice to me! 

"Work's a distraction, it doesn't 


help. There's no real 
way of sorting 
anything out, 
without sitting with 
the pain and letting it 
find a natural place 
within you. 

"Trying to push 
down emotion by 
getting your head 
down and working 
may be all right 
short-term, but will 
never work long-term. 
You have to be able to sit with it. 

"Early on, you don't know when 
the grief's going to hit you. You can 
be walking down the street or at the 
supermarket, and you go with it. 
Don't get in the way, don't objectify 
it, it has to come out.” 

In the book, he reveals that Clare 
was sad that she hadn't found 'that 
kind of love! that she had never 
married or found a partner with 
whom she could share her life. 

"But who are we to say what is 
healthy or unhealthy?” he says 
now. "A lot of'that kind of love' is 
terribly destructive and messed up. 

“She'd never had a live-in 
partner. She'd had the odd 
boyfriend, but it was her choice. 

She was scared of being hurt, but 
also fantastically bright and very 
career-driven. The little endorphins 
that fire in a romantic relationship 
can also be fired in a boardroom.” 

He remains convinced that she 
decided when she was going to die. 

"I was relieved when it 
happened. It was untenable for her 
and had been for a long while. She 
was finding a reason to open her 
eyes every morning and I think I 
was part of that reason. 

"As hard as it was to see what was 
physically happening, I know that 


period of time was extraordinarily 
powerful for the two of us in a 
positive way, even though it was 
fuelled by such a terrible disease.” 

Getting back to any kind of 
normality was hard, he admits. 

"We were all traumatised. My 
family didn't just support me, they 
were in the thick of it. And there is 
collateral damage. We just try to be 
as gentle and graceful as possible.” 

Work remains a distraction. He's 
currently appearing in the BBC4 
thriller Modus and is off to Los 
Angeles soon to film a TV series 
called Strange Angel, which will 
take until lune. His wife will be 
filming in New York for a couple of 
months, so they may meet in the 
middle. 

They spend a lot of time apart, he 
concedes. "That's what keeps a 
marriage healthy and is how it's 
always been. We've been together 
for 23 years, and the secret is having 
healthy independence. 

"Acting is the work we do and you 
make it up as you go along. We just 
managed to steal four days at the 
cottage, which was wonderful. It's 
about finding these little moments.” 

There was never any competition 
between his sibling and his wife. 

"Em and I had been together for 
10 years when we got married. I 
met her when I was 28. They were 
very close and we holidayed 
together a great deal and when 
Gaia turned up, Clare was the 
fantastic 'rogue aunt! She was 
amazing with Tindy (Greg and 
Emma's adopted son). 

"Clare's still very much present 
and will always be. I carry her with 
me."

Each time he wakes in the body of 
a different guest at a country house 
party from hell, tasked with solving 
the murder to win his release. 

This utterly original thriller is 
brilliantly plotted and a real 
page-turner, with mind-bending 
twists and turns that build towards 
a satisfying crescendo of guilt and 
redemption. 

THE MELODY by Jim Crace,

FORMER journalist and 
award-winning writer 
Jim Crace specialises 
in waiting for inspira¬ 
tion. In this case, a trip 
to Chennai, India and 
the sight of shadowy 
creatures scavenging 
in rubbish bins formed the seeds of 
this tale. 

Crace says his stories spring from 
things that puzzle or trouble him, 
and he certainly gives the reader 
plenty to think about, from the gulf 
between rich and poor to the 
'cleansing' of the natural environ¬ 
ment. 

Alfred Busi is a recently-widowed, 
retired singer who lives in his family 
home on the outskirts of a coastal 
town. The story begins with Busi 
trying to identify noises in his dark 
garden. Later, Busi is attacked by a 
wild creature that he is sure is a 
child. 

This is a tale of loneliness, fear of 
change and the difficulties of 
ageing and waning celebrity. It is 
beautifully written and fabulously 
lyrical. In many ways a simple tale, 
but with rich layers of detail to 
enjoy.

Having the right training regime 
is vital if you want to perform to 
your potential on the big day 


W HETHER you've signed 
up to the London 
Marathon, or you're 
looking further afield to 
more exotic stretches of 
hot, dusty road, tackling more than 
25 miles of running non-stop is no 
small feat. 

Marathons are notoriously tough, 
both physically and mentally - so it 
pays to think about a game plan in 
the lead-up to the big day. 

We asked some experts to share 
their top tips and marathon advice, 
to help you navigate training, racing 
and recovery after the big day... 


1 DON'T NEGLECT STRENGTH WORK 

"YES, the marathon is an 
endurance event, but the 
cornerstone to being able to cope 
with the volume of running 
required is to ensure your body is 
strong and resilient enough to stay 
injury-free,” says Luke Worthington, 
elite trainer at Third Space health 
clubs. He believes core stability and 
glute strength should be the 
priorities in bulletproofing your body 
for marathon day, so it's wise to build 
cross-training activities, like barre, 
yoga and HUT, into your plans. 

"If you look at the start line of any 
public marathon event, you'll see a 
plethora of knee supports and 
corrective tape - these people are 
starting the event injured, and will 
likely have picked up certain niggles 
from training methods,” says Luke. 
"The majority of overuse injuries 
can be traced back to simply not 
being strong enough." 


2 STAY WARM AT THE START 

MANY runners will race in less 
clothing than they would train in, 
opting for light pieces that will keep 



you cool on a long run, but it's worth 
bringing additional layers so you 
don't freeze on the starting line. "You 
might not realise quite how much 
standing around you have to do for a 
running race," says MaxWillcocks, 
Balance Festival ambassador and 
ultra marathon runner. 

"There is usually a lot of standing 
around, waiting for the race to start. 
It's acceptable to wear disposable 
clothing that you can cast aside at 
the last minute," says Max. 

3 EAT A GOOD BREAKFAST 

GETTING a good breakfast is 
crucial: choose wisely and it will 
give you the fuel to push through 
the hardest miles. Opt for a 
satisfying bowl of low-GI oats, 
which slowly release energy and 
help keep your blood sugar levels 
steady. Luke notes that race day is 
"not the time to try crazy 
diet tricks” 

Eat what you would 
eat on a normal 
training day, and pick 
foods that you know 
have worked for you 
before. 

"Chances are, you 
have to wake up really 
early and just getting 
to the start of the

marathon can take a lot of time,” 
says Max. "Think ahead and maybe 
pack a banana for last-minute fuel.” 

BE SENSIBLE WITH FOOTWEAR 

"DON'T fall into the trap of 
treating yourself to a brand new pair 
of kicks for your big day," says Luke. 

"Run in the shoes you've been 
training in, because two hours into 
a marathon isn't the time to realise 
you're getting blisters. By the same 
token, don't try it in a pair that are 
completely worn out - a month of 
training use will be perfect." 

5 AVOID GETTING A STITCH 

MARATHONS hurt. The dreaded 
side stitch can be crippling for 
endurance athletes, so spend some 
time working on your breathing 
mechanics. 

"Stitches are a direct result of 
excessive dysfunctional breath¬ 
ing," says Luke. "We have a 
large muscle through the 
middle of our bodies specif¬ 
ically designed to draw air 
into the chest cavity, but in 
order for the diaphragm to 
do its job, it has to be in the 
right position.” 

Accessory' respiratory 
muscles, such as the 
scalene muscles and upper 


traps, have other roles to play 
during exercise, but will have to pick 
up the slack if your diaphragm is not 
in proper position. This is when 
your muscles get overworked. 

"Counteract this by working on 
your alignment and breathing 
mechanics as part of your race day 
prep,” says Luke. "If you get hit with a 
stitch, try exhaling for four strides, 
inhaling for two, and making the 
exhale as forceful as you can." 

6 GET A COACH 

"INVESTING in a few sessions 
with a running coach to look at your 
technique will pay you back 
tenfold" says Luke. 

As well as helping you to build a 
proper training plan, a qualified PT 
can look at your gait to identify any 
biomechanical issues that can lead 
to overuse injuries. 

7 GET SOME VASELINE 

CHAFFING is a rite of passage 
for a runner, but it can be avoided 
with a slick of Vaseline, which Luke 
calls "an endurance athlete's best 
friend" 

"Chaffing is no joke and can cause 
some major damage," he says. 
"Nipples and inner thighs are most 
at risk, and greasing them up will be 
worth it in the long run." 

8 GET SOME EXTRA SUPPORT 

THE energy and atmosphere of 
race day is often what draws 
runners back, year after year. 

"Write your name in big letters on 
the front of your running top,” says 
Max. "You'll be surprised how many 
times people will cheer you on 
personally. It makes a difference.” 


THE FACTS ON

(FECO) and hash oil. 

WHY IS IT LEGAL? 

CANNABIS oils being sold in the 
UK are made from cannabidiol, 
more commonly known as CBD. 
This is a non-psychoactive 
substance. It's the effect of this 
particular cannabinoid that is 
currently being researched in 
studies. CBD is not considered a 
controlled substance, and is 
therefore legal. 

WHAT CAN IT BE USED FOR? 

IT is thought to be beneficial for 
those suffering stress, anxiety, 
depression or lack of sleep. It has 
been suggested it could help 
alleviate the pain of cancer 
patients. 

However, cancer charity 
Macmillan.org.uk warns about 
using cannabis oils in general: 
"Cannabinoids can increase your 
heart rate, cause dizziness, 
hallucinations, paranoia and make 
you feel 'stoned'. They may also 
interact with other drugs." 

WHERE CAN I BUY IT? 

HOLLAND and Barrett is the first 
high street chain to sell medical 
cannabis oil in the UK, Jacob Hooy 
CBD+ Oil 2.75% 10ml for £9.49, 

(it's currently on offer, the usual 
RRP is £19.99). Each 10ml bottle 
contains approximately 240 drops. 

HOW DO YOU TAKE IT? 

A FEW drops under the tongue 
2-3 times a day. The oil is left in 
the mouth for one minute before 
swallowing. The maximum dosage 
is 15 drops a day.

M EASLES cases rocketed 
by 300% across Europe 
last year as some 
parents refused to 
vaccinate their children 
while other young people, who 
had never been vaccinated, 
spread the disease. 

Lack of safety jabs led to more 
than 20,000 people being infected, 
causing 35 deaths, according to 
the World Health Organisation. 

The disease had been virtually 
eradicated in Britain before 
confidence in the MMR vaccine 
collapsed in the late 1990s after Dr 
Andrew Wakefield wrongly 
claimed the measles, mumps and 
rubella jab was linked to autism. 

Some worried parents chose not 
to vaccinate their children, 
leaving the youngsters at risk 
of catching the highly 
contagious disease. 

Many are now 
teenagers and 
young adults who 
are travelling to 
Europe and 
partying at festivals 
where there have 
been outbreaks. 

There were 282 
cases reported in the 
UK last year, all caused 
by people from affected 
countries. 

So far this year there have been 
36 known cases in the UK. So how 
deadly is the disease and how can 
parents protect their children? 

WHAT IS MEASLES? 

HIGHLY contagious and 
dangerous, it is caused by a virus. 
Before a vaccine arrived in 1963, 
there were serious epidemics 
every two to three years, causing 
an estimated 2.6 million deaths 
globally each year. 

Anyone can get measles if they 
haven't been vaccinated or they 
haven't had it before although it is 
most common in young children 
and it is normally passed through 
direct contact and the air. 

Dr Mary Ramsay, head of 
immunisations at Public Health 
England, explains: "The virus is in 
tiny droplets that come out of the 
nose and mouth when an infected 
person coughs or sneezes. 

"You can catch measles by 
breathing in these droplets or, if 

the droplets have _ 

settled on a surface, by 
touching the surface 
and then placing your 
hands near your nose 
or mouth. The virus 
can survive on surfaces 
for a few hours." 

The first symptoms 
are a high fever, runny 
nose, cough, red 
watery eyes and 
sometimes white spots

inside the cheeks. After a few days 
a red rash appears on the face and 
neck, spreading to the hands and 
feet. 

People are infectious from when 
symptoms develop until about 
four days after the rash appears. 

HOW DEADLY IS IT? 

DR RAMSAY says: "We rarely see 
deaths from measles in the UK 
now but it can cause debilitating 
complications such as infections 
of the lungs and brain." 

The most serious complications 
include blindness and 
encephalitis which causes the 
brain to swell. Most deaths are 
caused by complications, such as 
pneumonia. These are more 
common in children under five 
and adults over 30. 

Since 2011 there have been four 
deaths in England and Wales, 
according to Public Health 
England. 



WHY HAS IT RETURNED TO THE UK 
AND EUROPE? 

"MEASLES has never fully 'gone 
away,"' says Dr Ramsay. 

"In September 2017 the UK 
received World Health 
Organisation measles elimination 
status, meaning it was no longer 
endemic, to the country, so all 
cases would originate back to an 
imported index case. 

"High levels of media coverage 
and debate in the public eye 
about the now refuted link 
between MMR and autism led to a 
drop in MMR coverage in the late 
1990s, which took many years to 
recover. 

"The 'Wakefield generation,' 
who were babies during the time 
of the Wakefield scare, are now in 
their 20s and many would not 
have had the vaccination - which 
is why we saw outbreaks at some 
festivals in 2016." 


HOW COMMON IS IT? 

IN 1941, before the 
vaccine, there were 
409,715 reported cases in 
the UK and 1,145 deaths. 

Public Health figures 
show that last year there 
were around 280 reported 
cases in the UK. 

The year before there 
were 546 cases, many of 
these linked to outbreaks 
at festivals. 


WHEN SHOULD CHILDREN BE 
VACCINATED? 

CHILDREN should be given the 
MMR vaccine when they are a 
year old. 

They will then have a second 
injection of the vaccine before 
starting school, usually at three 
years and four months. 

But if you or your child have not 
been vaccinated it is not too late, 
and doctors are urging anyone 
who has never had the jab to get 
themselves vaccinated. 

ARE SINGLE VACCINES BETTER? 

AFTER the Wakefield scare, some 
parents opted to have single 
measles, mumps and rubella 
vaccines for their children, rather 
than the triple MMR jab. 

Dr Ramsay explains what the 
difference is and why it's harder to 
get single jabs. 

"Single vaccines are not 
available on the NHS in the UK 
because there is a risk that fewer 
children would receive all the 
necessary injections, increasing 
the levels of measles, mumps and 
rubella. 

"The delay in having six 
separate injections would also put 
more children at risk of 
developing the conditions, as well 
as increasing the amount of work 
and inconvenience for parents 
and those administering the 


TOP TIPS TO HELP STOP YOUR 
KIDS BEING FUSSY EATERS 


THERE is nothing more frustrating than 
watching a child pick at a meal you've 
slaved over, but kids are often fussy 
eaters. Even those who start off well can 
go through phases where they decide 
they don't like meat, vegetables or 
anything they haven't seen before. 

Dr Frances Maratos, reader in emotion 
science, and Jayne Trovati, a PhD student 
researching this area, both at the 
University of Derby, reveal their top tips... 

■ Ensure fresh fruit is on display at home 
to promote healthy snacking. 

■ Don't let children snack before a main 
meal. If you give them a snack 30 
minutes before dinner, for example, 
they'll be more likely to 'pick' or show 
less interest in the mealtime food. 

■ Make mealtimes pleasant and get the 
family together (ideally around a table). 

■ Try serving meals in courses. This 
doesn't need to be fancy, but could 
consist of cherry tomatoes, carrots, 
peppers and/or celery as a 'starter'. This 
encourages toddlers and children to eat a 
wider variety of vegetables. 


■ Always try to 
include fruit and 
veg in main 
meals, such as 
carrots in 
spaghetti 
bolognese, or 
sliced fruit with 
a small amount 
of custard for dessert.

■ Don't use plates that separate different 
foods. This encourages the idea of 
'contamination'. Instead, ensure pasta 
dishes and recipes like chilli and rice are 
presented as mixed entities. 

■ If your child dislikes a food, try to 
ensure that a small amount is included on 
their plate, but do not force them to eat 
it. Getting them used to the expectation 
of the food being on their plate is a start. 

■ Do not worry if your child still refuses 
to eat a particular food. Repeated 
exposure (without pressure to eat it) is 
key. Most children tend to grow out of 
fussy eating. What's essential is providing 
a safe, pleasant mealtime experience. 

■ Read stories about fruits and veg with 
your child to get them familiar with these 
foods in a safe, relaxed environment. 

■ Don't use pressure to encourage 
eating, as this creates anxiety which can 
exacerbate fussy eating. 

■ Last, but not least, use modelling 
behaviour and positive reinforcement to 
demonstrate eating expectations. Be 
consistent too - i.e. don't expect your 
child to eat something you will not!

S O, farewell then Ingvar 

Kamprad. There cannot be 
many homes anywhere in the 
civilised world that haven't 
been touched by the business 
you founded - remember "Chuck out 
your chintz”? 

But Ikea furniture in the auction 
room? The purists said it would never 
happen... except it already has. 

For most of us, Ikea means flatpacked, 
self-assembly furniture that is well 
designed, functional and most 
important of all, cheap. It was 
Kamprad's vision when he founded the 
company in 1943 aged just 17. 

It grew into one of the world's 
best-known retailers, its odd name 
created by a combination of 
Kamprad's initials and those of the 
places in the Swedish countryside 
where he grew up: E for Elmtaryd, the 
name of the family farm, and A for 
Agunnaryd, his home village. 

He came up with the idea for 
flatpack furniture, apparently, 
watching one of his employees of 
what was then a small mail order 
catalogue business trying to fit a table 
into a car. 

His designer, Gillis Lundgren 
(1929-2016) - he created the famous 
"Billy” bookcase - suggested making 
tables with legs packed loose, to be 
fitted by the customer at home. 

The rest, as they say, is history. Today, 
the world's largest furniture chain has 
412 stores in 49 countries, employing 
more than 140,000 with an 
annual turnover of £33 
billion. The first UK store 
opened in 1987 in 
Warrington. 

Only time will tell if Ikea 
furniture can be collected 
like Sheraton, Hepplewhite 
and Chippendale but it is a 
fact that Ikea furniture from 
the Sixties and Seventies has a 
strong following among lovers 
of contemporary, minimalist 
interiors. 

Just how strong was pointed 
out to me by Pontus 
Silfverstolpe, the founder of 
Barneby's, a Swedish auction 
aggregator, who, like Kamprad, is 
out to conquer the world. Already, he 
claims to operate the largest search 
service for art, design, antiques and 
collectibles. 

He says: "Kamprad, succeeded better 
than any other to implement ideas and 
values that Bauhaus and Functionalism 
brokered during the 20s and 30s. 

"Several pieces launched by Ikea 
since they opened their doors in 
Almhult in 1958 have today become 
sought after. Pieces made in 
collaboration with renowned designers 
are the ones that tend to go down in 
Ikea history.” 

At any given time, Barneby's reckons 
it lists more than a half million items for 
sale through about 1,600 auction 
houses worldwide. I searched for Ikea 
on the site and at the time of writing, 82 
pieces were for sale, ranging from the 
ubiquitous Detolf glass display cases 
(current bid $12) to £890 for a pair of 
1970s steel and leather "Amiral" 
armchairs designed by the late Karin 
Mobring. The latter were for sale at 
Bukowskis auction house in Stockholm. 
They'll happily ship to the UK.

by Barneby's was a set of eight 
"Halunda" chairs from the Ikea 1700 
series. They were produced in the 1990s 
in collaboration with Sweden's National 
Heritage Board and the art historian 
Lars Sjoberg, who introduced a series of 
furniture and furnishings based on 
17th-century designs. 

The chairs were sold online by 
Stockholms Auktionsverk. Clearly Ikea 
has arrived in the saleroom. 

Silfverstolpe explains that the 1700s 
series produced the most desired Ikea 
pieces at auction. Sjoberg, an important 
member of Sweden's National Museum, 
convinced Ikea to recreate the antique 
designs, but they were considered not 
profitable. Production halted in 1999. 

Designs from lines produced from 
the 1950s to 1970s sell the best.

Karin Mobring, who died in 2005, was 
the brains behind many of Ikea's most 
sought after furniture design. The coffee 
table "Karusell" and the armchair 
"Krumelur" are two other classics. 

Other renowned designers who are 
auction regulars include, Eva and Peter 
Moritz, Bengt Ruda and Verner Panton 
(1926-1998) - arguably Denmark's most 
influential interior designer. His Ikea 
tour de force was the angular and 
colourful "Vilbert” chair, which 
Kamprad asked him to design in 1993. 

It retailed at £60 but poor demand saw 
it withdrawn quickly, making examples 
rare today and worth £500-700. 

Rare ceramic gems can also be found 
in charity shops. A "Nejlika" soup 
tureen, cover and plate stand from the 
1700 series can fetch around £1,000. 


WHO WAS INGVAR KAMPRAD? 


BORN in Pjatteryd, Smaland, 
in 1926, the Swedish 
entrepreneur came from 
poor farming stock and was 
dyslexic. He started selling 
seeds, pens, nylon stockings, 
boxes of matches and 
pencils as a teenager, using 
his bicycle to ride around 
local villages. 

He subsequently studied 
business in Goteborg and 
founded Ikea to sell 
affordable furniture using 
money his father gave him. 
His first mail order catalogue 
appeared in 1951, his aim 
being to undercut all his 
rivals. 

In 1994, newspaper 
reports linked Kamprad to 
the Swedish fascists who 
were Nazi sympathisers. 
Jewish groups called for a 
boycott of Ikea stores but 
business was hardly affected. 
He responded humbly, 
stating it had been "the 
most stupid mistake of my 
life". 

Even after becoming one 
of the world's wealthiest 
men - Bloomberg Billionaires 
Index listed him as the 
world's eighth richest - he 
appeared to lead a frugal life, 
in seclusion, driving an old 
Volvo, wearing second-hand 
clothes, flying economy class 
and staying in budget hotels 
and even assembling his own 
furniture. 

It was a front to make the 
executives at Ikea follow his 
lead. In 1976, he wrote The 
Testament of a Furniture 
Dealer, instructing 
employees to be humble, 
clean-cut and courteous, 
and adopt the "Ikea spirit". 

On his death, aged 91 last 
month, his double life was 
uncovered. 

He lived in Switzerland to 
avoid Swedish taxes, in a 
villa overlooking Lake 
Geneva; owned a vineyard in 
Provence and drove a 
Porsche alongside his Volvo. 
He was also an alcoholic. 

He was married twice and 
is survived by a daughter 
and three sons, the youngest 
son becoming chairman 
when Kamprad stepped 
down from the Ikea board in 
2013.

INGREDIENTS 

For the dough: 

350g plain flour 
7g sachet 
instant yeast 
2tsp granulated sugar 
tetsp salt 

200ml lukewarm milk 
or water 

75ml olive oil, plus extra for 
oiling and brushing 
For the filling: 

3 courgettes, 
coarsely grated 
200g feta, drained 
and crumbled 
Itbsp sumac 
A small bunch of flat-leaf parsley, 
chopped 
1 egg, beaten 
Salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Mix together the flour, 
yeast, sugar and salt in a 
bowl. Add the milk or water 
and olive oil. Knead by 
hand or in a free-standing 
mixer fitted with a dough 
hook until the dough is soft 
and no longer sticky. Coat a 
bowl with a little olive oil, 
form the dough into a neat 
ball and place in the bowl. 
Cover with lightly greased 
cling film and leave to rise 
somewhere warm until it 
doubles in size, about 20 
minutes. 

2. Preheat the oven to 200 
degrees C/Gas 6. 

3. Place the grated 
courgettes in a colander to 
drain over a sink. When you 
are ready to make the filling, 
squeeze them with a clean 


tea towel to remove as 
much moisture as possible. 
Add the squeezed courgette 
to a bowl with the other 
filling ingredients and mix 
gently to combine. 

4. Form the dough into 16 
balls (or 24 smaller balls) 
and roll each ball into a 
long oval shape about 5mm 
thick. Place around one to 
two tablespoons of filling in 
the centre of each oval. 

5. Fold one long edge a little 
bit over the filling, forming 
a frame for it but leaving 
some filling exposed. Press 
down to seal at each end of 
the folded edge. Do the 
same on the other side, 
forming a petal or boat 
shape. Pinch the edges well 
to seal. 

6. Repeat with the remain¬ 
ing dough pieces and place 
them on lightly oiled baking 
sheets. (You need to work 
quickly as the dough will 
continue to rise and the 
pies may open, so you may 
want to bake one tray while 
finishing the second tray.) 

7. Brush the edges with olive 
oil, then bake for about 15 
minutes until the dough has 
turned golden brown and 
the cheese mixture has 
melted. Serve warm or at 
room temperature. 



NNE SHOOTER'S 
cookbook career was 
triggered by her having 
to dress up as bona fide 
cookbook legend. The 
former journalist had to pose as 
Nigella Lawson for a feature, 
"which was hideously 
embarrassing -1 had to wear 
loads of control underwear and a 
wig" she recalls. 

Anne ended up bumping into 
the real Nigella at a party ("She 
was fabulous") and thought to 
herself: "If I was Nigella, I'd write a 
Jewish cookbook next." 

Having trained at Leiths 
Cookery School, Anna had 
noticed a real revival in newish- 
Jewish food ("People were starting 
to do slightly trendier things with 
old-school Jewish recipes, like 
putting wasabi in their cream 
cheese").

& Spice, but this is the one her 12 
and 14-year-old daughters wanted 
her to write - so they'll have all 
their mum's recipes on 
file when they grow up. 

"It's the kind of food I 
cook all the time,” says 
Anne, flicking through 
pages of crisp chicken 
thighs baked with 
walnuts and

pomegranate, roasted aubergines 
drizzled with tahini, and fried pitta 
pockets bursting with lamb mince. 
Food, memory and family are 
inextricable. Anne's childhood 
food memories are largely of 
spending time at her maternal 
grandparents' house in Elm Park, 
on the Essex/East End borders. 

Her granddad ran a kosher 
chicken shop. Customers 
included the Krays (there was 
once a misunderstanding over a 
chicken), and actress Miriam 
Margolyes, who’d trade theatre 
tickets for wurst, a beef salami. 

Anne's own style of cooking, 
reflected in Cherish is "more of a 
mish-mash" especially 
when it comes to her family's 
traditional Friday night dinner - 
where having 15 people round the 
table is "quite standard" 

"It's noisy, warm, there's 
lots of chat, lots of eating - 
there's always a lot of talk 
of diets within Jewish 
community, and I think 
that's because we have 
Christmas dinner pretty much 
every week," she laughs.

Paperchase 
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How you can

Smelly sinks are a common household 
nuisance. JOSH STEIN spells out some 
simple steps to help solve the problem 


I f your bathroom or kitchen 
sink smells of rotten eggs or 
sewage, you're not alone. It's a 
common problem - but one 
which can get out of hand. 

So what causes the stench? 
It could be down to some¬ 
thing as simple as a bacteria 
build-up. This is most common in 
kitchens, where rotting food or cook¬ 
ing oil that's been flushed down the 
sink can get trapped in the pipes. In 
bathrooms, hair might be washed 
down the plughole, which could result 
in a blockage and eventually a smell. 

In addition, many drains are lacking 
a soil vent pipe (SVP). SVPs are great 
because they provide another route 
for bad smells to go, diverting them 
away from your rooms - so the 
solution could be as easy as getting 
one of these installed by a plumber. 
That aside, here's what to do, if... 

YOUR SINK SMELLS OF ROTTEN EGGS 
OR SEWAGE: 

Try to identify whether it's the water 


that smells of rotten eggs, or the 
whole room. Run the tap for a few 
minutes and see if the smell gets 
stronger. If it doesn't, this is going to 
be an easy job, as the drain is the 
problem - meaning something nasty 
is stuck down there (if it's the water, 
however, you may need to get a 
plumber out), which you can usually 
tackle as a DIY job by following these 
steps... 

1. Start by grabbing the plunger. Try 
to get out any muck you can, which 
will make the next steps a lot easier. 

2. Fill a cup half full with washing 
up liquid and pour it down the guilty 
drain. If it's the shower drain, you may 
need to detach the drain with a screw¬ 
driver beforehand. Leave it for half an 
hour: this will give it enough time to 
break down whatever is clinging to the 
side of your pipes. 

3. As wonders are being worked, 
heat up some water to just below boil¬ 
ing. When at least half an hour has 
passed, pour the water carefully down 
the drain, being careful that none 



splashes onto you. 

4. Run the tap again; if the water 
runs freely down the drain, success! If 
not, repeat the process again from 
step two. Run the tap for a while to 
wash the excess down - this is the 
most important step! 

5. Still having trouble? Time to get 
scientific... Pour a measure of baking 
powder down the drain. After waiting 
awhile, pour down an equal amount 
of vinegar. Watch for hissing as the 
two substances will react, and (hope¬ 
fully) break down the rest of whatever 
is down there. Now let the tap run 
again to flush it all away. 

YOUR DISHWASHER HAS STARTED TO 
STINK: 

1. Start by taking steps to prevent 
this happening - by ensuring you 
thoroughly scrape any leftover 


scraps of food off plates and bowls 
before you put them in the 
dishwasher. 

2. Take a look at your dishwasher 
manual; some appliances will have a 
strainer to collect food and other 
muck which collects in the machine. 
Clean it once in a while to keep the 
bad smells at bay. 

3. Check the drain hose. They 
sometimes collect an awful lot of 
muck and might need replacing if the 
problem persists. Check the make of 
your dishwasher and the instruction 
manual for details on how to go 
about this. If it wasn't initially 
installed correctly, replacing it might 
be the only option. 

HOW CAN YOU PREVENT A BAD 
SMELL FROM COMING BACK?

washer tip, there are lots of things 
you can do to help prevent nasty 
build-ups in your pipes leading to 
stinks.

Also, be mindful of what you're 
flushing down there (especially fats 
and oils, which really should not be 
going down the sink at all!).

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THE FIRE DANGER OF 
FAULTY WHITE GOODS 


F ire is the most 

devastating event 
in your home. 
Unlike flooding, it 
can happen 
anywhere and 
can often prove 
lethal. 

Few now have open fires - a big 
source of conflagration in past 
decades - while most people 
know not to smoke in bed or leave 
candles, however decorative, 
burning. 

But one big fire source could be 
sitting in your kitchen. And it may 
even be the opposite of heat in 
the shape of a fridge or fridge- 
freezer. A fridge-freezer was held 
responsible for the Grenfell 
tragedy where 71 died and many 
more lost their homes. 

A new Which? investigation, 
based on Freedom of Information 
requests, shows more than 60 
house fires a week - around 3,000 
a year - are due to faulty "white 
goods" - fridges, freezers, 
dishwashers, washing machines 
and tumble driers. 

The consumer champion has 
written to the government putting 
it on notice to publish an action 
plan for its Office for Product 
Safety and Standards, an initiative 
launched last month (January) 
but Which? believes it "will fall 
woefully short of what is needed" 
without clearer focus. 

Which? is campaigning to "End 
Dangerous Products" 

It wants fundamental reform to 
out of date product safety rules 
and for manufacturers and 
retailers to both remove unsafe 
appliances from sale and replace 
them in homes.

Faulty washing machines and 
tumble driers are the biggest 
cause of household fire, 
responsible for just over one in 
three incidents. 

Other risky appliances include 
cookers and ovens, dishwashers, 
fridges, freezers and fridge- 
freezers. 

But some makes of kitchen 
appliances cause more concern. 
Which? figures show Hotpoint 
and Indesit (both part of the 
Whirlpool group), Beko, Hoover 
and Haier are disproportionately 
involved. 

The statistics compare market 
share - the amount each brand 
sells as part of the total - with fire 
incidents. 

For instance, Hotpoint sells one 
in ten fridges (10%) and similar 
devices while this brand is 
responsible for one in six fires 
(17%), while Haier is linked to six 
per cent of washing machine fires 
although it only sells one per cent 
of the total. 

Some of these brands have 
questioned the Fire and Rescue 
Service's statistics on which the 
report is based. And they say that 
product failure is just one cause of 
kitchen fires. 

Beko says it is taking "positive 
steps" to tackle safety concerns. 
Hoover says it fully complies with 
all safety laws. Haier says it no 
longer manufactures affected 
models. 



Top tips to 
stay safe 

1 Check appliances regularly. Water/ 
dampness and electric power can 
prove fatal together. Replace or repair 
items with damaged wires. 

2 Never leave working tumble driers 
unattended overnight. Ensure 
timers are set to turn off before you 
go to bed.

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W HAT a difference a year makes. 

Just 12 months ago the UK new 
car market was on the edge of a 
spectacular surge in sales 
prompted by big changes in the 
tax charged on new cars. 

Buyers queued to purchase new cars 
before first year taxes rose in April. It meant 
a sharp upward tilt in the sales graph - 
followed, perhaps inevitably, by an equally 
sharp downturn. 

Add in the economic uncertainty of Brexit 
and a (questionable) war on all diesel 
engines and 2018 looks nothing like as rosy a 
prospect for new car sales. 

This April sees another likely blow to 
diesels with higher rates for cars that can't 
reach emissions standards in real world 
testing, paying anything from £15 to £500 
more in the first year.

But the motor industry is fighting its 
corner with a rash of new models designed 
to appeal to even a doubting and cash 
strapped buyer. 

We'll have to wait a year or two for the full 
onslaught of new electric vehicles. In the 
meantime there's an extraordinary rush to 
tempt us with SUVs; those 4x4 lookalikes 
that combine the running costs of a 
hatchback with the looks and prestige of an 
off-roader. 

Everyone, including Ferrari and Rolls- 
Royce will be providing an SUV in the 
showroom in a year or two. Bentley already 
does it with the Bentayga. 

Also on sale now, but at a much more 
affordable price are new SUVs from the likes 
of Audi, Volkswagen, Skoda, SEAT, Peugeot, 
DS, Alfa Romeo, Vauxhall, BMW, Land 
Rover, Jaguar, Renault and 
Volvo. 

And lots of them will still be 
powered by diesel engines, but 
ones clean enough not to 
attract any more road tax. 

But back to electricity for a 
moment; Nissan's new Leaf 
hatchback has a possible 
battery range of up to 258 miles 
and a recharging time of 40 to 
60 minutes. The new four 
model second generation Leaf 
range is cheaper by an average 
of £1,500 and starts at £21,990. 

There's no denying the slow 


take up of electric power in sharp contrast to 
the SUV onslaught, which includes Volvo's 
new XC40, priced from £27,905 and which 
features much of the advanced connectivity, 
entertainment and safety technology from 
Volvo's newest range of motors. 

The new Jaguar E-Pace is the cub in the 
company's pack designed and engineered 
for younger buyers and first timers to the 
brand. It will be sold in one five-door, five- 
seat body-shape and costing from £28,500 to 
£50,710. 

SEAT has just unleashed its baby 
crossover, the Arona, a sort of jacked-up 
hatch that will compete in this fastest 
growing sector alongside such notables as 
the Nissan Juke, Renault Captur and the just 
released Kia Stonic and Hyundai Kona. 

Prices range from £16,555 to more than 


£24,000. 

At 4.48 metres long, the new Grandland X 
is the largest SUV in Vauxhall’s range, 
offering more cabin space than the existing 
Mokka X and Crossland X. It shares its 
underpinnings with the Peugeot 3008 but 
offers a completely different look outside 
and - especially - in the cabin. 

If you fancy an SUV feel but have a modest 
budget, there's a new version of the Dacia 
Duster on the way with reworked looks and 
more interior space - and likely prices from 
around a modest £10,000. 

Rather posher is the new DS 7 Crossback, 
latest member of the PSA Group's upmarket 
brand and boasting glitzy touches like 20- 
inch diamond cut alloy wheels and fancy 
leather upholstery. It costs from £28,050 and 
the range will expand in 2019 to include a 
plug-in hybrid likely to cost around 
£50,000. 

Away from the SUV scene, there's 
plenty of life left in the hatchback. The 
Ford Fiesta has been the UK’s biggest 
selling car for the last eight years and 
with the launch of an all-new model 
it's likely to retain supremacy. 

It has fierce opposition from the 
new Volkswagen Polo, now hitting the 
showrooms and expected to be 
another hit thanks to a notable 
increase in interior space and the 
availability of cutting-edge technology. 
The seven model line-up starts from 
£13,855.

Hawks assistant boss says side

can’t rely on lifeline

HARLOW Town assistant boss 
Spencer Knight says he would 
take no pleasure in Thurrock’s 
demise - even if it handed his side 
a relegation lifeline. 

Reports have emerged that the 
Bostik League Premier Division 
outfit will fold at the end of the 
season, with chairman Tommy 
South apparently telling manager 
Mark Stimson that he intended 
selling the club due to ill health. 

“It’s a shame - I’ve been in non¬ 
league football a long time and 
their former state as Purfleet I 
played some great games against 
them,” said Knight. 

“Since I’ve been at Harlow 
they’ve probably been our main 
rivals in the play-offs and we’ve 
had a couple of FA Cup games 
with them. 

“If it hands us a lifeline we’ll 
worry about that at the end of the 
season, but on a personal note I 
won’t take any pleasure if we 
come bottom of the league and get 
a lifeline - that’s not what we’re 
aiming for at all. 

“We want to get ourselves above 
the dreaded relegation line 
through our own means. 

“I don’t want to be going on my 
summer holidays wondering 
whether we’re going to get a life¬ 
line from the FA.” 

Harlow’s relegation worries 
deepened after their winless run 
was extended to eight games as 
they lost 4-2 to Staines Town on 
Saturday. 

The visitors scored 15 minutes 
either side of the break through 
Max Worsfold and Lewis Driver. 

Harlow responded well, substi¬ 
tute Alex Read and Jared Small 


scoring within four minutes of 
each other to even up the game. 

But Driver scored again almost 
immediately, before Mohamed 
Bettamer secured three points for 
the visitors in the 84th minute. 

The defeat sees Harlow remain 
in 23rd, two points above Burgess 
Hill, who also lost on Saturday, 
having played two games more. 

The Hawks remain four points 
behind Tooting and Mitcham, and 
five behind Worthing. 

Knight said: “It was criminal to 
work so hard to get ourselves back 
in the game at 2-2 and then con¬ 
cede straight away that. 

“It’s not acceptable and that 
cost us the game. 

“You can’t have individuals 
switching off at crucial times, and 
they punished us straight away. 

“We have to learn from it as 
quickly as possible in the remain¬ 
ing games and make sure it 
doesn’t happen again. 

Tough 

“We’ve got 11 games left - we 
need five or six wins to make sure 
we’re safe and it’s a tough ask. 

“We need to put in play-off form 
to get out of trouble.” 

Saturday’s game saw two play¬ 
ers make their Hawks debut - 
defender Joshua Pollard, on loan 
from Colchester United, and 
Harry Honesty, a winger on dual 
registration from East Thurrock 
United. 

“Josh is a young lad we’ve 
known about for a while, we’ve 
been short in central defence,” 
said Knight. 

“He did okay and is one for the 
future but I’m sure he’ll play his 


part now until the end of the 
season. 

“Harry’s got lots of pace and 
come in a dual registration, the 
manager there has done us a 
favour to help us out. 

“He’s not played regular foot¬ 
ball at East Thurrock and hope¬ 
fully he can show that quality for 
us. 

“We’re in a situation where the 


players haven’t been performing 
so we needed to try other things. 

“If we were sat up at the top of 
the table and playing well then we 
wouldn’t be making changes.” 

Weather permitting, Hawks 
face Folkestone Invicta this Sat¬ 
urday. 

“It’s going to be very tough, 
they are flying high and beat 
Billericay,” added Knight. 


“They will be out for revenge 
because we beat them at home. 

“We need to be fully focused and 
up for it to get anything out of the 
game. 

“Everyone needs to stand up 
and get some points on the 
board. 

“We’ll stick together and hope¬ 
fully pull ourselves away from 
trouble.”
